Students are chosen for the Armaments Industrial Academy on the 
basis o f their educational background and records as employees 
in the Ministry of Armament. 0 . Personnel records are kept by 
the Personnel Department ^5tdel Kadrovjof the respective plants. 
These records are periodically forwarded to the Main Administration 
of Personnel in Moscow where all employees* records are 
centrally located, .vhen it is time to form a new class at the 
Armaments Industrial Academy, the Main Administration cf 
Personnel furnishes the Main A dm nistration of Training with a 
list of employees who have the necessary qualifications to enter 
the school. 

2. dene rally, all students have had I2j years of education with a 
good record as a plant employee; however, I know that the 
educational requirement was sometimes waived when the Ministry 
wanted a promising designer or engineer to attend the school. 

The main Administration of Training had the final voice in the 
selection of the students. Students were Ministry employees, 
ie plant lirectors, engineers, mechanics and designers. Jhere 
were occasional seminars of short duration to bring selected 
personnel of the Ministry up-to-date on the latest weapons 
and production techniques. 
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The three faculties of the Armaments Industrial Academy, under 
Professor Satel A~ ' T , the Assistant Dean for Education, 

are the Design Faculty, the Engineering Faculty and the Organization 
Faculty. The Design and Engineering Faculties give courses in 
mathematics, materials, engineering and design of weapons. The 
Organization Faculty gives courses In finance? am 1 personnel, .1 
relations. All students who enter the Academy take the same 
courses regardless of their past positions In the Ministry, 
since the purpose of the Academy Is to give a well-rounded 
education In general plant management so that all graduates are 
able to take charge and run aby section of a Plant, or a Plant 
Itself. /This is equivalent to a US course in Industrial 
Engineering^? 


Students are given theoretical work by these faculties and then 
oarry out their praotloal work In the Aoademy laboratories . 

For laboratory work students are assigned in groups of from 
three to -10 persons depending on the laboratory course' being 
taken . 


5. The Aoademy had the following laboratories. 


Optloal Equipment Laboratory 


The equipment In this laboratory Included binoculars, large 
and small mlorosoopes, rangefinders, telescopes and metals 
used In connection with optloal equipment. Students worked 
on praotloal optloal problems in groups of three or four. 
This laboratory has a chief (man-ln- charge) and two 
assistants. ^Source did not remember their nameej7 1 do 
not reoall seeing any Infra-red viewing devloes in this 
laboratory. 


Artillery and Small Arms Laboratory 


The equipment In this laboratory lnoluded oarblnes, pistols,

Modern Weapons Laboratory 


The equipment In this laboratory lnoluded models and 
samples of rookets and guided missiles. I was able to 
Identify models of V-l, V-2, and Sohaotterllng guided 
missiles. There were also samples of the M-8, M-20 and 
M-30 rookets (Katyusha type) in this laboratory. The V-l 
model was about 1.5 meters In length. The Sohmetterllng 
model was about 8o om In length. The V-2 model was about 
five meters long in an upright position and out away to 
show the interior. It was made of metal (aluminum or dural) 
and 1 believe It was made In the Aoademy of Artillery 
Solenoe. There were also examples of the motor and the 
gyro-stablllzer and a model of the erecting gear (for V-2's) 
(FR-Anh&nger) In the laboratory. All of the above models 
and samples of guided missiles and components were labeled 
as German developments. 
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In addition to the above materiel, I saw models of what 1 

believe to be OjfchaE missiles t assumed In hp Sam at. 

developments . 


There were no permanently assigned personnel In the Modern 
Weapons Laboratory. Missile specialists came from the out- 
side to Instruct the students In this laboratory. An. 
unidentified colonel from the Ministry of Armaments Inspected 
this laboratory at various times.. His visits were sometimes 
prearranged a, r,H ■+ Hwea_h& wi-mi ^ almnlm ]<T»np in 

unannounced. 


(d) Electronics Laboratory. 


This laboratory was equipped with test benches, generators 
of different sizes, electrical systems for synchro-units 
for artillery fire control and various types of electrical 
Instruments . A chief, two engineers and two assistants 
were assigned to the laboratory. 

(e) Mechanics Laboratory 

I do not remember any of the equipment but know that a chief 
and two assistants were assigned to the laboratory. 


(f) CfaealBtry Laboratory 

This laboratory was equipped with general chemistry equip- 
ment, le test tubes, bottles, retorts and chemical supplies. 
A chief and one assistant were assigned to this laboratory. 

0 f I remember the following personnel at the Armaments Industrial 
Academy and at Plant No. 304: 
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7. The permanent faculty of the Academy was very small. Most of the 
leutures were given by specialists who were called in from out- 
side of the Academy to give the students specific instruction in 
certain fields. I don't know the names of any of the special 
instructors or the institutes from which they came. 

8. The Secret Document Section (Spets Otdel) under Ananyev was the 
custodian of all classified documents and charged with the 
encoding and decoding of all official correspondence. Four 
people were attached to this Section in addition to Ananyev. 
Personnel of the Section were not HOB personnel. 

9. Ten people were assigned to Barinov's office, excluding those 
in the Secret Document Section. I can remember no. other 
personnel at the Academy. 

10. A group from the Academy of Artillery Science came to Euntsevo 
to assist the Armaments Industrial Academy in arranging the 
Artillery and Small Arms Laboratory so that the display there 
would be most beneficial to students. I do not know if the 
Academy of Artillery Science gave assistance to the Modern 
WeaponB Laboratory of the Armaments Industrial Academy.
